Dependent claim 7 and independent claim 1 were discussed as well as the specification at page 14 lines 1 1-15 and 
page 15 lines 17-29. The "prioritized image file" at page 14 line 21 corresponds to the "prioritized graphics file" of 
claims 1 and 7 while image 187 appears to be the image generated by the simulation browser 186 from the "prioritized 
image file", thus, claim 7 can be written into independent form without the changes suggested in the office letter mailed 
on 1/16/2007 concerning images 187 and 197. Similarly dependent claim 36 can be written into independent form 
without major changes, only the typos identified in the letter mailed on 1/16/2007 need to be corrected. 
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
